THE SMITH ANTI-STRIKE BILL, pass­ 
ed by nearly a two-to-one vote by the 
House of Representatives at Washington 
Is not a perfect measure, but there Is no 
doubting the fact that its passage reflects 
the long-tried impatience of the country 
over defense production stoppages in time 
of national emergency. 
It could not be 
expected to be perfect, nor to cover all 
points it should cover by reason of the 
fact that It was so hastily enacted. There 
Is opportunity in the Senate, however to 
correct such deficiencies as may be dis­ 
cerned. 
The main provisions of the Smith bill 
nre the establishment of a statutory media­

mine whether the bill, as passed 
by the House, is the best possible 
measure to meet the need.

industries, and the permanent need 
of making the National Labor Rela­ 
tions act workable. W hether these 
needs are best met by the present 
measure can be determined by re­ 
flection Granting whatever modifi­ 
cation may be desirable, the ques­ 
tion then becomes, how to get the 
bill finally enacted into law. 


H edging Is Seen 


It is generally assumed that the 
president, 
and 
especially 
certain 
New Dealers about him, not only 
do nor want this particular meas­ 
ure, but would prefer to avoid any 
labor legislation whatever. Tile posi­ 
tion attributed to these persons is 
that thei would like to keep the 
whole matter of the relations be­ 
tween 
government 
and 
organized 
labor within their own hands, rath­ 
er than have it written into law 
by Congress 
Upon this point, sage counsel has­ 
been given the president by Mr. 
W alter Lippman, a few weeks ago. 
W hile Mr 
Lippman is sometimes 
vaguw about the allocation of re- 
spon-ibility for government, as be­ 
tween Congress and the president 
he is clear about the necessity of 
Congress writing labor legislation. 
"There can he no doubt arn- long­ 
er that . . . it will be a tatal mis­ 


take for tile president not to invite 
Congress to express its will on the 
subject of labor disputes . . . Con­ 
gree has the right and the duty 
to declare a national policy on the 
duty of labor unions, as it has al­ 
ready done on the duty of property 
owners, in 
times like these 
T ie 
president should not carry upon his 
own shoulders the burden of rela­ 
tions between labor unions and the 
national defense 
In the realm of 
foreign affairs and in the realm 
of 
the strategical 
command, 
the 
president must take the initiative 
and bear Hie responsibility of deci­ 
sion. But in the realm of Ute rela­ 
tions of Americans lo one another. 
of labor unions to employers, and 
to the government, he should wel­ 
come rather than shrink from co­ 
ordinate action by Congress." 


Senate Approval Likely 


If effort is made. bv the admin­ 
istration or any other person or 
group, to avert final enactment of 
the present bill, or to emasculate 
it unduly, it is in the Senate that 
effort will be made. T ie Senate as 
a whole, we can safeh assume, feels 
about labor legislation much as the 
House does, and much as the coun­ 
try does, probably the present bill 
would be passed in the Senate by 
a majority comparable to that in 
the House. 
Hence the .strategy of those who 
oppose the present bill, if opposi­ 
tion us attempted, would be to pre­ 
vent it from corning to a vote in 
the Senate. T its strategy has been 
successful in the past. More than 
a year ago, similar legislation, in 
the form of amendments to the 
Labor Relations act. were passed 
in the House by a vote of some two 
to one—but in the Senate, never 
emerged from the Senate committee 
on Labor. 
T ie individuals upon whom most 
responsibility will rest for action bv 
the Senate on this legislation arc 
the Senate leader, Mr. Barkier, of 
Kentucky, and the chairman of the 
Senate committee on 
La bor, Mr. 
Thomas, of Utah. If these two are 
disposed 
to give the present 
bill 
reasonable expedition, they can help 
bring It about that the bill should 
go before the Senate with reason­ 
able 
promptness 
for 
debate 
and 
decision, as has taken place in the 
House. 
If Mr

Tiom as, whether out of deference 
to the administration, or for any 
other reason that appeals to them, 
prefer that there should De delav.
